1. The office is reopening prosecution of this application. The supplemental amendment 
filed on 5/31/01 is acknowledged. Claims 41-45, 48-52 and 55 are pending and allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This application 
was previously suspended due to potential interference. However, applicant has 
canceled claims containing the interfering subject matter.
